A Catalogue of Prints in the Huth Library was first published, as a 
supplement, with the general Catalogue, now thirty years ago. Even at 
the time it was not satisfactory, since many prints were catalogued among 
the books, and not where they should have been, while others were omitted 
altogether. Since then, moreover, a few have been added, while much more 
is known about the early German prints especially, in which the Collection is 
particularly rich. 

There has been the usual difficulty where to draw the line between 
illustrated books and books containing prints. At best it must be a com¬ 
promise. I have not, for instance, entered block-books or books which a man 
who never intended to collect prints might have; while I have entered some 
books illustrated by engravers who published separate prints.

Besides being a very interesting and important early book on 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, this little volume has the distinction 
of being the first book printed in America by William Bradford. That 
this is the case there can no longer be any doubt, after the study 
which has been given to the question by the late Mr. Frederick B. 
Stone and the late Mr. Charles R. Hildeburn. The evidence is set 
forth in an extended note in Mr. Hildeburn’s “ Issues of the Press in 
Pennsylvania,” where this book is given the second place. In calling 
it the “ first book,” we must except, of course, the little Almanack of 
1685, which was printed by Bradford earlier in the same year. 

Budd himself had settled in Burlington, N. J., in 1678, and 
owned 5,000 acres of land, which cost him £100. His book is not a 
religions treatise, as are so many books of the period, but it is a good 
account of the country and its resources, written with a view of 
inducing settlers to make their homes in the country. At the end is 
the translation of “ The Dying Words of Ockanichon,” who died in 
Burlington; also an account of a Conference with the Indians at 
Burlington and other places.

No other copy is knowD, either in or out of Spain, of this valuable map, which was 
drawn on vellum by the hand of Santa Cruz in 1542, he being then the Cosmografo 
Mayor of the Royal Department of Charts at Seville. It is entitled “ Nova verior et 
integva totius orbis descriptio,” and bears the imperial arms of Charles V, to whom it 
is dedicated. It represents the w'orld as two hemispheres, with the poles as centres, and 
is arranged in gores as though intended for the model of a globe. The American 
portion is undoubtedly that which constitutes the chief interest in the work, and its 
importance in that respect is heightened by the immense number of geographical 
names inscribed upon it. Although until recently quite unknown to modern scholars, 
this map is evidently the one referred to in the “ Diferencia de Libros ” of Venegas 
(printed in 1540), who described it on account of the new method of projection on which 
it was designed. The difference of date between 1540 and 1542 merely implies that 
Venegas had seen the draught plan two years before the work was finished in its 
existing ornate condition by Santa Cruz. 

As one of the most valuable of the series of world-maps produced within half a 
century of the great discovery of Columbus, the work of Santa Cruz must be found 
indispensable for the use of students in this fine production, the only form in which 
it is accessible.

“This is Usselinx’s explanatory pamphlet on the South Company, pointing out 
equally to the Swedes, Dutch and Germans the advantages to be gained from the 
Patent granted by Gustavus Adolphus.
